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1. Gince Lay 1950, tanks and hoavy artillery have been sent on a large scale 
to Ho Chi Linh through Ghennankuan (106-41, 22-04) .* 

2. Troops of the 4 Field army (FA) are no longer in nungchou, Kwangsi. Start- 
ing around the end of June and early July, units of the 4 Fa formerly in 
Liuchou and Hanning moved north along the Kwangsi-Hunan railroad. 

3. The garrison of the Liuchou-Ghingtai (108-39, 23-28) Military ^.one consists 
of Communist troops under w.-uJG Han-chao (JL -IK ) Yjith headquarters at 
Ishan (108-38, 24-33)* Two battalions of local troops under hHG Kuei-hsin 
( t±$L ) are in liuchou, and a 10 p„m to 6 a.n. curfew has been imposed 
on the city. Until 18 July Hanning was garrisoned only by local Oorfimunist 
troops. 

4. It is rumored in Hanning that troops of LIU Fo-ehcng will replace 4 Fa unit 3 .-** 



5. In mid-July some officials of the Kwangsl Provincial liovernment moved from 
Hanning to Liuchou and '.uchou in viewi of the increasing activity of 10,000 
anti-Communist guerrillas in the Ghinghsi (106-25, 23-09; area. In mid- July 
troops of a South China column loyal to LI Chi-shen and under Communist 
control who were stationed near ^uchou revolted and joined the anti-Cour unist 
guerrillas.'*** 



6. un 25 July large numbers of Communist troops from Awangsi passed through 
Hcngyung en route north. 
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7o The Kwangtung Provincial Government received an order from Peiping to foiti 
10 divisions of about 5,000 men as a peace preservation corps. *****
